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DEAR DR. MESHKOV: 

WE WOULD LIKE TO ADVISE YOU OF THE CURRENT PLANS AND 
WISHES OF THE U.S. THERMIONIC DELEGATION IN REGARDS TO 
THEIR VISIT TO THE USSR IN JUNE OF THIS YEAR. THE 
ITINERARY PROPOSED IN OUR JULY 24, 1976 LETTER TELEGRAM TO 
YOU HAS BEEN MODIFIED TO REFLECT THE FOLLOWING CHANGES: 
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1) THE DELEGATION PLANS TO STAY IN THE SOVIET UNION 

APPROXIMATELY TWO WEEKS, RATHER THAN THREE WEEKS AS 
ORIGINALLY PROPOSED. 

2) IN ORDER TO MINIMIZE TRAVEL TIME AND COSTS, THEY PLAN 
TO ARRIVE IN LENINGRAD ON SATURDAY, JUNE 18 (RATHER THAN 
IN MOSCOW ON JUNE 11), AND WISH TO TRAVEL SUCCESSIVELY TO 
MOSCOW (INCLUDING OBNINSK). KIEV, SUKHUMI, AND RETURN TO 
MOSCOW FOR DEPARTURE FROM THE USSR ON TUESDAY, JULY 5. 

3) THEY WOULD LIKE TO VISIT THE PHYSICAL-TECHNICAL 
INSTITUTE, THE INSTITUTE OF CURRENT SOURCES AND THE 
INSTITUTE OF HIGH TEMPERATURES IN MOSCOW DURING THE WEEK 
OF THE WORLD ELECTROTECHNICAL CONGRESS (WELC), JUNE 21-15. 
IN ORDER TO DO SO, THEY ARE WILLING TO ATTEND ONLY THE 
THERMIONIC CONVERTER SESSION OF THE CONGRESS ON THE 
AFTERNOON OF THURSDAY, JUNE 23, WHERE THEY ARE 
PRESENTING PAPERS, AND POSSIBLY THE OPENING SESSION ON 
TUESDAY MORNING, JUNE 21. 

4) IN ADDITION TO THE INSTITUTES NAMED IN THE JULY 24 
TELEGRAM, THEY ALSO WISH TO VISIT THE INSTITUTE OF PHYSICS 
OF THE UKRANIAN ACADEMY OF SCIENCES IN KIEV.

THE TERMS OF THE US-USSR ATOMIC ENERGY AGREEMENT, YOU. 

AS THE RECEIVING SIDE, WILL MAKE ARRANGEMENTS FOR 
VISITING THE VARIOUS SITES, AS WELL AS ALL TRAVEL AND 
HOTEL RESERVATIONS FOR OUR DELEGATION WHEN THEY ARE 
WITHIN THE USSR. THEY WILL HAVE PREPAID AIRLINE OPEN 
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TICKETS. 

WE ALSO ASK THAT YOU PROVIDE THE USSR CONSULATE IN 
WASHINGTON. D.C. WITH THE NAMES OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
DELEGATION, ALL US CITIZENS, IN ORDER TO EXPEDITE
